The 
and steel of an umbrelia are generall) 
made factories having a speciaity of 
these items, and are sent thence to the 
rea] manufacturer. Here, first, the man 
whose work it is to assemble the parts

at the end of the ribs, draws them to- 
gether about the main rod and puts on 
ferrule. 

In cutting the cloth seventy-five thick- 
nesses or thereabouts are arranged upon 
splitting table, at which skil.ed oper- 
ators work... In another room are a num- 
ber of girls who operate hemming ma- 
chines. A thousand yards of hemmed 
goods is but a day’s work for of 
these girls. The machines at which 
work have a speed of some 3,000 revolu- 
tions a minute. 

After hemming the cloth is cut into 
triangular pleces with a knife as before, 
but with a pattern laid upon the cloth. 
The next operation is the sewing of the 
triangular pieces together by machinery. 

The covers and the frames are now 
ready to be brought together. In all 
there are twenty-one places where the 
cover is to be attached to 
the average umbrella. 

The handle {s next glued on and 
umbrella is ready for pressing and 
spection. By far the greater numer 
umbrellas today are . equipped 
wooden handles. A large variety 
materials may be used, however, such 
as horn, china, bone, agate, pearl, ivory, 
silver and goid. Gold and silver quite 
naturally enter into the construction of 
the more expensive grades of unbrelilas, 
some of which. in price, have been known 
to bring as high as $180 and $200 a 
wooden hand’e may likewise be. ex- 
pensive, depending upon the quality of 
the wood used. Ebony, petrified wood,

Knew How Not to Kill. 


Another thing that has helped to bring 
the “affair of. honor’ into disfavor ir 
France is the serious results that have 
followed one or two duels lately. Up to 
this time, duelling has been tolerated be- 
cause it was considered ‘‘bad form’’ for 
antagonists to wound each other vitally. 
fact, expert swordsmen—most of the 


deliberately learn how not to kill. A man 
who kills another {n a duel in France is 
regarded in the eves of the ‘aw as a mur- 
derer, and must flee the country if he 
wishes to escape trial and conviction on 
a capital charge. Duellists strive, there- 
fore, to administer slight ‘‘incapacitat- 
ing’’ wounds; to draw a little blood; or 
even to give a scratch, of which the see- 
onds always take advantaga to declare 
that ‘“‘honor is satisfied.”’ ’ 

In addition to this ,all sort? of devices 
are resorted to by seconds to make duels 
harmiess. Lead and mercury bullets are 
used, which crush to powder on 
being rammed into pistols; bullets of 
smaller caliber than the pistols are @¢m- 
ployed so that they will not carry suffi- 
clently far to do any harm; double 
charges of powder are used to destroy the 
aim of good shots; and other ruses—! 
known only to the seconds and agreed 
upon without knowledge of principals—| 
have hitherto made the duel more Or 
leas of a pastime. In sword practice, 
antagonists who try to injure their op- 
ponents seriously are not encouraged; | 
though, of course, occasionally ‘‘acci- 
dents’ happen, and one or other of the 
principals haa died. But this is a moet 
unusual thing. 


Now They Mean Business. 

Some duellists, however, recently have 
srcwn a tendency to ‘‘mean business; 
and it ie on this account that an outcry 
bas been raised in France. 

One of the most sangulnary encounters 
recently was the duel between M. Sar- 
raut, under-secretary of the interior, and 
M. Pug«liese-Cont!, the rationalist deputy. 
M. Sarraut severely boxed the ears of 
the deputy during a sitting of the cham- 
ber over the recent Dreyfus revision, Of 
course, a duel followed. Swords were 
used, and after a furious battle M. Sar- 
raut was reverely wounded under the 
arm. 

Other serious duels recently have been 
fought by De Roydays, editor of the Fi- 
garo; M. Labardesque, Max Regis, the 
Marquis de Dion, Gerault-Richard and 
Boni de Castellane. ‘Count Boni,” by 
the way, is considered the finest pistol 
duellist in France. He has fought in- 
numerable duels, often severely wounding 
his antagonist, though not fatally. Tis

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THE CONSTITUTION AND MR. HOWSLL ON THE RESULT. 

After more than a year of unrest the end of the longest and most bitter political campaign ever 
waged in Georgia is here, and the verdict has been rendered. 

Everybody rejoices at that. 

God reigns, the people are busy’ and rich in the rewards of labor and industry, and the state is 
at the pinnacle of its most abundant and far-reaching prosperity. 

Everybody rejoices at that, and the hope is universal that in the material things of progress, 
enterprise, development, industry and substantial. achievement for the good of the state, the incom- 
ing administration may produce as well for the commonwealth as has been done so notably by the 
present administration and by its long line of democratic predecessors. 

Everybody will rejoice at that, and no one will more earnestly lend a helping hand to that end 
than The Constitution. 

Long established custom has made the post mortem sfatement of unsuccessful candidates a 
necessary aftermath of the result. The public wants, and expects, the “whys” and ‘“wherefores” from 
the standpoint of the candidates—not that it is prepared to accept such statements as the only expla- 
nation of the result, for every voter has his own idea as to that, and is as much entitled to his own 
views, and is as well prepared to draw his own conclusion, as are the men who have been the targets 
for their criticism or the objects of their support. 

Whatever may be the views, the reasoning, or the explanation of others as to the causes lead- 
ing to the result, and the condition it. creates, I give mine for what they are worth, and with the 
assurance that, so far as | am concerned, I accept it with composure and without personal bitterness 
—with regret it is true, that my unswerving party loyalty has been made, the weakest point in my 
armor as a candidate, and that for that very loyalty to my party I have been made a sacrifice at the 
hands of those against whose assaults on the party I have stood with unflinching zeal and unre- 
mitting determination. In all these years I have necessarily made _ political opponents of those 
whose antagonism to my'party has led me to antagonize them. As a loyal democrat I had no other 


course to pursue. 
Under the leadership of Mr. Watson this very large element—not those who were FORMER- 


LY populists, buf those who are NOW populists, were brought into the democratic primary, moved 
primarily by the openly avowed purpose to punish those who have heretofore stood against their 
assaults on the party, and who had no apologies to offer. Nor have they come back as democrats. 
Mr. Watson was frank enough to refuse to declare his intention to support the democratic nominee 
for president two years hence, reserving for himself the right to direct the democratic nomination in 
the state primary this year, and then to lead his forces against the party two years hence. And no 
man can blame him if he does this very thing, for he has not concealed his right to do so. It is a con- 
dition without precedent in the politics of this, or any other state. 

But if this had been a straight contest between the avowed antagonists of the party, on the 
one side, and the constituted organization on the other—the result would have been different. In 
the railroad question, however, there was found all the possibilities of an issue strong enough to pro- 
duce an irresistible combination. 

Seizing upon the public distrust of the railroads and the universal hostility to them—a_ hos- 
tility as just in many respects as it is widespread—the ideal elements were at hand on which to base 
such an appeal to ignorance, prejudice and passion as was never known in the state. 

In all my record as a legislator, or an editor, not one single instance was found to show that I 
had ever sacrificed the interests of the people in any act, or vote, in which the welfare of the peopie 
came in conflict with that of the corporations. But the mere fact that personal relationship con- 
nected me, even vaguely, with the suggestion of railroad interests was enough to put the poison at 
work in the veins of the body politic. It was no answer to say that never, at any time in my life, did 
[ own a penny's interest in any railroad property; nor that the relationship connection referred to 
had not even remotely sought, nor served, to sway me in my duties as a legislator during my long 
years of service in the house or senate.. The fact that I supported the Glenn tax bill, editorially and 
in the house, and the franchise tax bill, editorially and in the senate, was no reply to vague insinua- 
tions, notwithstanding these two measures are bringing more money into the pockets of the tax payers

lof the state than all other railroad tax. measures enacted since the first mile of railroad was built in 


the state, the tax derived from these two measures defraying one-third of the total expenses of many 
of the counties of the state. : | 

But my support of these and other measures demanded by the people, was enough to deprive 
me of the support of a single railroad interest in the state. During this whole campaign I HAVE 
NOT ASKED, NOR RECEIVED, ONE DOLLAR FROM ANY RAILROAD ON EARTH and 
even my adversaries will admit that I have not received the support or encouragement of the head 
of a single railroad system. Nor was I entitled to it by virtue of any support I had ever given them 
in any measure affecting their interests as against what I believed to be the interest of the public, 

A few years ago, many merchants of Atlanta, moved by a spirit of disregard of their rights and 
privileges by the railroads, organized for their own protection to enforce their just demands. One 
of its attorneys became a candidate for governor. 

I was a member of the organization and a liberal contributor to its purposes. Perhaps my 
views were not as extreme as was demanded, though in every contest I was an active participant, 
personally and editorially. These men are among the best citizens of Atlanta—many of them my per- 
sonal friends; and yet, moved by an irresistible determination to accomplish their purpose, they 
were led into the support of the man who PROMISED most, regardless of ability to redeem the 


pledges so made. : | 
I do not believe that a railroad owned and operated by foreign capital should be put on the 


block and sold out. . 

I do not believe that it is fair to make comparison between. a strictly rail rate and a strictly 
water rate, promising to put both on an equality. It has never yet been, and never will be, done. 
But I do believe that Atlanta and every other Georgia town is entitled to as low a rate as any other 
place similarly situated and no man living will go to any greater legal extreme than I will to accom- 
plish that end. 

[ do not believe that the Georgia railroad commission has, or can be given, the power to regu- 
late rates OUTSIDE of the state. It has full and plenary power to control state rates, but only the 
interstate commerce commission can deal with rates BETWEEN THE STATES, that power hav- 
ing just been vested in it by congress after a contest of several years in which I wrote editorial 
after editorial urging that action. | 

But the response of the primary indicates that the people are determined to at least take the 
chance on each of these propositions—to put an end to the ownership and operation of foreign cor- 
porations in Georgia—to wipe out any difference between all water and all rail rates—and to say 
that the state shall regulate interstate rates! So be it! 3 

So intense—and so unjust—has been the purpose of those who have been moved by their 
grievances against the railroads that they were willing enough to become part of any combination to 
force a redress of their grievances. 7 

The old time enemies of the party were against me—and it was apparent that it was feasible to 
effect a combination in that direction. The rest is known. 

Mr. Watson has boldly declared that his support of so-called disfranchisement legislation is 
based upon his belief that ONLY BY SUCH LEGISLATION CAN THE WHITE VOTE OF THE 
STATE BE DIVIDED. To get his support the pledge of this legislation has, therefore, been a 
dominant feature of this campaign. I am opposed to such legislation because I believe the negro is 
under better politfcal control in Georgia than in any other southern state. He is today out of poli- 
tics in this state. On an educational qualification governing the franchise he will in time be 
brought in as never before. 7 

I oppose it because I believe that such disfranchisement legislation as is proposed will, if 
framed to meet the demands of the federal constitution, disfranchise thousands of white men. If it 
is not to be framed, nor enforced, in accordance with the federal constitution, then it will be NULLI- 
FICATION, pure and simple. We have had enough of nullification in the south and I do not believe 
that it is wise for the people to take the chance of entering upon that field again—even for the pur- 
pose of “dividing the white vote of Georgia.” I have some old-fashioned ideas of loyalty to the laws 
of my state and the federal constitution, and it will take some stronger arguments than those yet ad- 
vanced to convince me that we should change the best system yet adopted for controlling the negfo 
vote—a system which has long since eliminated him as a factor in politics, and legally so—and sub- 
stituting for it a new one, based on open defiance of the federal constitution, and perhaps bringing in 
its trail a series of penalties, sacrifices and punishments not endured since the days of reconstruction; 
The worst of it all is that in the end IT WILL BE THE WHITE MAN WHO WILL BE DIS- 
FRANCHISED, while the negro, now practically disfranchised in Georgia, becomes the beneficiary 
of this mad campaign for nullification. | 

But, as I have already said, every man is entithed to his own views and I give mine only for 
what they are worth. | 

Now that it is all over, the best thing for us all to do is to accept the result and pull together 
for the welfare of the state ) 

I renew my pledge of heart, hand and head, to the perpetuation of its glory. 

Georgia is “good enough for me,” whoeverf may be 5 chief executive. I have never yet 
sought the shadow in defeat and it is too late to begin now. Whatever happens I prefer to live in 
the sunshine of the sentiment so aptly expressed by Stanton: 


“This old world we're livin’ in 
Is mighty hard to beat;

In this connection, as an example 
of what the enlightened sense of 
modern civilization is doing in this 
direction in other nations, it is inter- 
esting to note that the French parlia- 
ment has at last received the mar- 
riage and divorce bill which was 
drawn by a commission headed by 
a leading French authority on the 
subject, Henry/ Coulon. After pre- 
ecribing forms ‘and legal obligations, 
the bill provides that no second mar- 
riage shall be contracted within ten 
months after a divorce, unless both 
parties agree to it. A departure from 
French custom is made in providing 
for a separate administration of the 
property of husband and wife instead 
of joint possession. The married wo- 
man. is given the full enjoyment of 
civil rights, such as control of her 
Own property and power of making 
contracts without the husband’s con- 
sent when her possessions alone are 
concerned. 

Among the causes for divorce are 
mutual consent of both parties, or, in 
case of incompatibility of temper or 
character, a petition of one of the 
parties, repeated every six months 
for two years. Other causes speci- 
fied are unfaithfulness, a degrading 
sentence of court imposed on one of 
the parties, conviction of crime, de- 
sertion lasting more than two years, 
mental derangement, inveterate lazi- 
ness or a contagious disease.
